The Agricultural Trade Goodwill Mission, 2009 
Background Information 

Taiwan is the 7 th largest export market for US agricultural products, importing a 
huge amount every year. Taiwan purchased a total of US$3.5 billion worth of 
agricultural products from the US last year alone. Since 1998, an Agricultural 
Trade Goodwill Mission has traveled to the US to place orders, usually every 
two years. In 1998, 2000, 2002, 2003, 2005 and 2007, the government invited 
leading businesses from Taiwan's grain industry to go with the mission to meet 
agricultural and trade policymakers in the US federal government, as well as 
members of Congress. The mission also visited agricultural states in the 
Midwest, and signed letters of intent with US associations and bulk commodity 
suppliers. During the 2007 visit, for instance, the mission signed a letter of 
intent to purchase products such as grains and meat worth US$4 billion over 
two years (2008-2009). 

This is the seventh year that Taiwan will send an agricultural mission to the US. 
The mission will travel from September 21 to October 4, which coincides with 
the grain harvest season and when congress is in session. From September 22 to 
24, the mission will visit Washington, DC to attend a ceremony for the signing 
of a letter of intent on Capitol Hill, to meet with members of congress and to 
visit other federal agencies. The mission will later split into two delegations: the 
Soybean and Corn Delegation will visit Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, and Missouri, 
while the Wheat Delegation will travel to Kansas, North Dakota, Montana and 
California. 

. The Agricultural Trade Goodwill Mission 2009 consists of 22 members, 14 in 



the Soybean and Corn Delegation and 8 in the Wheat Delegation. Members 
include representatives from the Taiwan Vegetable Oil Manufacturers 
Association, the Taiwan Feed Industry Association and the Taiwan Flour Mills 
Association, as well as personnel from the Taiwan offices of the US Grains 
Council, the US Soybean Export Council and the US Wheat Associates. The 
Mission will be led by Mr. Paul Ming-hsien Sun, Chairperson of the Board of 
AVRDC - The World Vegetable Center and former minister of the Council of 
Agriculture. It is expected that the delegations will conclude a letter of intent 
for 2010-201 1 with a value of approximately US$3.5 billion. 
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
